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SHAT TERBOX = CONTROVERSY. 


In a circular issued by John W. Lovell regarding his pirated edition of Chatterbox, he attempts to mislead the 
public into a belief that we transgressed the moral rights of the proprietor of the Chatterbox in our first reprint of the same, 
presumably with the idea of a justification of his present attempt to sell an imperfect and garbled edition of the book to 
the American trade. This he does, notwithstanding the fact that we have made a plain statement of the case to him, and 
he is fully aware that not only were we justified in our course, but that the original proprietor had fully acknowledged 
that we were justified. 

The facts of the case were plainly stated on page 554 of the Puddishers’ Weekly for November 10, 1877, and may be 
briefly restated as follows: 

The English publisher solicited our order for the book. We ordered a small number, sending him a check for the 
same, and at the same time assuring him of our intention of sending him a larger order should the state of the market here 
warrant our doing so. He replied that he could receive no more orders, even though accompanied by the cash; and 


when we received this reply we had sold more than five thousand copies above the number which we had ordered, and we 


had no means of supplying this demand but by reprinting the book. 
We immediately informed him of our reasons for reprinting, and he afterward became convinced that we were entirely ; 
istified in our course, and acknowledged it in making arrangements with us to permanently represent him in this ; 
country. 
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We think that ...is is in accordance with the high moral ground which we have taken with regard to this and all other 
reprints ; and we believe that no one can accuse us of ever having reprinted a book without having made a proper com- 


pensation to the proprietor of the original right in it. 
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Mr. Lovell has also published a letter from Rev. E. B. Tuttle, regarding a correspondence which took place between 


himself and us about a certain portion of the volume of Chatterbox which we reprinted. In this letter, Mr. Tuttle

assumes that we wronged him by the reprinting of this book ; and in reply to this accusation we can only quote from him, 
that we stated our willingness to make him a proper compensation for any wrong and damage which he had sustained by 
r action, could he show us any legal or even moral claim to any such damage. 

We not only stated this verbally, but put it in the form of an absolute offerto attorneys whom he employed to write us, 
and we still hold ourselves bound to this proposal: that if he can show to the satisfaction of any reasonable person that 
we have damaged him to any extent, we hold ourselves bound to make such damage good. 

We have never received any response to our offer for any reason given which would in the slightest way inJicate that 
we have, by reprinting Chatterbox, damaged the Rev. E. B. Tuttle. 

Regarding the proceedings instituted to prevent the publication of an unauthorized edition of Chatterbox : 

Upon an investigation of the common law of trade-marks, we became convinced that the proprietor of this title had 
in ita good and valid trade-mark which he could defend in this country, and we took from him an assignment, with the 
avowed purpose of defending the same in the Unitei States Courts against all infringers of the rights under this 
trade-mark. 

We are confirmed in our belief by the opinions of some of the best trade-mark lawyers in the United States, and 
also by the intimation of Judge Blatchford, of the United States Circuit Court, on the first hearing of the case. 

The only grounds upon which Judge Blatchford refused a temporary injunction of the reprint by Lovell and Williams 
was that the proprietor of the trade-mark had not used due diligence in prosecuting infringements which had been made 
before that of Lovell and Williams, and our case was therefore deferred until a final hearing. 
bs We propose to continue this case to a final hearing as speedily as possible, and not only this, but to clear ourselves 

ofthe reproach in the eyes of the Court by prosecuting all previous infringements; and we believe that we shall be con- 
firmed in our possession of the exclusive use of the word ‘* Chatterbox”’ in the United States and Canada. 

Messrs. Lovell and Williams announce ** Chatterbox for 1880-1881, reprinted from the English edition ;”’ but they 
neglect to state that their edition does not contain a considerable proportion of the matter of the original edition, more than 
twenty large illustrations either being left out entirely, or used with different text from that in the original edition, and 
enough of the original text to make sixty full pages being entirely left out ; and we fee! it our duty to call the attention 
of the trade to the fact that the only complete and genuine “ Chatterbox” which is for sale in the United States and 
Canada bears our imprint ; and that any edition which does not bear our imprint is not a genuine “ Chatterbox.’ 

In conclusion, we appeal to all respectable members of the trade and all believers in fair dealing to support the only 


authorized and complete edition of this popular work.

It is sufficient to say, in reply to this circular, that, upon Messrs, Estes & Lauriat applying to his Honor Jupce 
SLATCHFORD, of U. S. Circuit Court, for an injunction, their case was at once dismissed. The defendants had prepared 
an elaborate argument on the merits of the case, but the Judge did not deem it necessary to hear it. He decided at once 
that the simple affidavits of the defendants and the admission of the plaintiffs upset the whole of the plaintiffs’ case, and, 
upon the admitted facts, promptly refused an injunction. 

The issuing of the circular is therefore a gratuitous piece of impertinence on the part of Messrs. Estes & Lauriar. 
They would only have been justified in taking such a course, if an injunction had already been granted. The effort to 
destroy a rival’s business by such misrepresentations and threats is as base as it is malicious, and will certainly recoil 
on the perpetrators, 

CHATTERBOX is a weekly publication, published in London, England. Until last year it has been imported into this 
country in large quantities. In the year 1876, the firm of D. AppLeton & Co., not being able to make satisfactory ar- 
rangements with the agentsShere, reprinted and published an edition. Inthe year 1878, Esras & Lauriat, who now set 
up such a cry for their ** moral rights.”’ as they call them, pirated the work, and, to the great injury of the English owners, 
flooded this market with their edition. And, just here, a little secret history in regard to this act of theirs may not be 


out of place. 

The following letter from the Rev. E. B. Tutrie, Chaplain U. S. Army, explains itself: 

New York, November 27, 1880. 
Messrs. Joun D. WittiaMs and Joun W. Love.t. 

GENTLEMEN: The publication of the result of the proceedings instituted against you by Messrs. Estes & Lauriat, 
to prevent the republication in this country of the English juvenile book ** CHaTTEerBox,”’ induces me to offer for your 
edificat on the following account of their a tion toward mein the year 1873, when they published the piratical edition. 
Being in London at the time, I sold to the proprietors of ** CHarrersox”’ the right to reprint stories from my “ Boys’ 
Book aBout Inprans,” of which I owned the copyright in this country. Upon being iniormed that Messrs. Estes & 
LAURIAT intended reprinting “* CHATTERBOX’’ without Consent, I notified them of my interest mn the book, and how in- 
jurious to my copyright their action would be. I threatened to ge: out an injunction, restraining them from issuing the 
work. To prevent such action, and to gain time to market their edition, as subsequently appeared, they wrote me, stating 
their willingness to make me compensation for any wrong done me, 

On my return to this country. I called upon them ; but, their books being marketed, and probably knowinz that I was 
not ina psi ion to carry on expensive litigation, they tailed to take in my case the intere t they had hereto'ore manifested. 
Up to the present time, I have not had one dollar of compensation sor the wrong they did me, 
Whatever justification there may be for republishing Englixh books in this country, ot which system I am not an upholder, 
here is a case in which an American firm, claiming, | understand, to the outside world, to represent the highest phase of 
publishing morality, deliberately violating the rights ot an American citizen, who at the time was utterly impoverished 
(owing to the refusal, on the part of Congres-, to pass the appropri tion bill for the payment of the army at that time), 
and, taking advantage of his weakness, shielding themselves behind a technicality. 


You have my permission to make what use you please of this letter.

The case of CHATTERBOX differs entirely from the ordinary one of reprinting an English work. In the latter, the 
author's claim to compensation comes in and leaves room for the question of moral rights. In the case of CHAaTTERBOX, 
however, there are no authors to be compensated. Estes & LauriaT forced the English edition out of the market, and 
they, of all people, have no rizht to complain if their own action in 1878 is repeated by some one else in 1880. ‘The under- 
signed feels he is entirely justified in reprinting the work. He also believes he will receive, as he is entitled to, the support 
of the Trade, whose members he finds never are, and he thinks never will be, supporters of ‘* monopolies.”

THE PRESENT STATUS OF INTERNA- 
TIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


AT last some decisive steps have been taken 
toward the securing of an international copy- 
right. 
Harper & Bros. made their suggestion of an in- 
ternational commission, for the purpose of set- 
tling the final terms of atreaty. In the spring of 
1879, the WEEKLY (March 15) printed the draft 
of what since has become known as the “ Har- 
per Treaty,” with the accompanying letter of the 
Messrs. Harper (addressed to the Department 
of State under date of Nov. 25, 1878). In pre- 
paring this draft the Messrs. Harper had consult- 
ed with Mr. Wm. H. Appleton and given due 
consideration to suggestions made by Mr. Geo. 
H. Putnam and others. Copies of this draft, 
together with recent papers relating to the sub- 
ject, were circulated at home and abroad, with 
the request for an expression of opinion, and 
in July, 1880, the draft was finally submitted 
to American authors and publishers for sig- 
nature. 

The question of international copyright was 
mentioned in the British Parliament, July 
1880, when reference was made to a suggestion 
submitted to Mr. Evarts, in February, 1880, by 
Messrs.

right, its advisability and feasibility. This was 
followed by the action of the Book Trade Asso- 


afier hearing the report of the committee on 
the ‘‘Harper Treaty,” passed resolutions op- 
posing the medium of a éreaty, and adopted 
a bill, drawn up by Mr. Henry Carey Lea (pub- 
lished in full in the WEEKLY, Oct. 30). This bill, 
we learn from a Washington despatch dated 
Dec. 9, has been introduced the House 
and referred to the Committee of Ways and 
Means.* 

The ‘‘ Harper Teaty,” 
“ Suggestions from American Publishers to the 
Department of State for an International Copy- 
right Treaty approved by American Authors,” 
was transmitted to the Secretary of State by 
Messrs. Harper & Bros., Nov. 9, and its receipt 
acknowledged Nov. 15.+ 

Thus two propositions are now under con- 
sideration at Washington, the treaty In the 
State Department, and the bill in Congress. 
For an account of what was done in this direc- 
tion previously to this phase of the question we 
refer our readers to an extract from Mr. Geo. 
H. Putnam’s instructive paper on the subject. 
This paper was published in full in the WEEKLY

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who wish to be well informed on the subject 
we cannot recommend a better résumé of all 
the bearings of the question. 


HOWEVER mixed the motives that started 
anew the movement, however objectionable 
some of the restrictions advised by cautious 
self-interests, both propositions are practical 
concessions to the rights of foreign authors, 
and it would be better that even the less desir- 
able be successful than that both should fall to 
the ground. To judge from the signatures, the 
Harper proposition would seem the more rep- 
resentative ; for even among the minority of 
authors on the Philadelphia petition, we find 
names which might appear in as congenial 
company on the former. We presume, how- 
ever, it was much a matter of circumstance, and 
that some signatures for both petitions were 
given either on the spur of the moment, and 
without the knowledge of the existence of an- 
other petition, or deliberately, with no other 
alternative than to endorse the stronger meas- 
ure of the two, or to remain inactive in the 
cause. To the latter class belong some promi- 
nent publishers, who, anticipating the publica- 
tion of the Harper petition in the WEEKLY, 
had instructed that whenever the paper should 
be presented for this purpose, the following 
declaration be inserted : 


‘* As our names are signed to this petition, 
and as some of its recommendations are at va- 
riance with opinions previously expressed by 
us, we wish it to stand on record in the recog- 
nized organ of the trade, that we signed, not to 
express approval of all the restrictions suggest- 
ed, but because we believe that, in spite of 
them, the measure, as a whole, is probably the 
best at present attainable, and proposes a great 
improvement on the present state of affairs.” 


The document referred to not having been 
officially presented at this office, the WEEKLY 
is not at liberty to give the signatures unless 
specially requested. The fact is simply stated 
in order to show that somé of the serious ob- 
jections which during the past few weeks have 
been raised by the press, and which we pur- 
pose to point out in our next issue, are shared 
more or less by the very signers. What is 
most encouraging, however, is that it also 
shows the unanimity of spirit in working for 
the same end—an international copyright.

By simply adhering to established journalis. 
tic rules, the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY finds itself 
in trouble with Messrs. Estes & Lauriat, who 
will not be convinced that, by its discretion in 
the Chatterbox controversy, it was not doing 
them an injustice. The point at issue was 
whether Judge Blatchford, in re Chatterbox, 
did or did not intimate in his ruling that Mr. 
Lovell’s books are a trade-mark infringement. 
Messrs. Estes & Lauriat state that he did, Mr. 
Lovell that he did not. We insisted upon the 
verbatim ruling, and now learn that there was 
no official or stenographic report of the decis- 
ion, and that the Court simply said: ‘‘ Upon 
the papers presented by Estes & Lau- 
they entitled to a prelim- 

injunction.” This disputed point 
the cause which prevented the 
WEEKLY from making earlier mention of this 
matter. Messrs. Estes & Lauriat themselves 
protesting against the reports as given by the 
daily press, and Mr. Lovell protesting against 
the statement as made by Messrs. Estes & Lau- 
riat, discretion seemed the better policy, espe- 
cially since both parties presented their case 
directly to the trade through circulars and ad- 
vertisements.
